BERLIN (AP) — Nikita 
Khrushchev arrived in East 
Berlin today for a tour of res- 
tive East Germany. He prompt- 
ly denounced the foreign policy 
of West Germany's Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer as a “great 
danger” to, world peace. 

The Soviet Communist party 
leader made the statement dur- 
jing a massive welcoming cere- 
|mony at East Berlin's railway 
station. He is expected to use 
}his week-Jong visit to push Mos 
}cow’s previous proposals for 
|German unity. 

. Khrushchev, speaking -just 
five weeks in advance of West 
|German elections in which 
| Adenauer faces a tough fight 
jagainst-the Socialists,+told tie 
| welcoming rally: 

| “Unfortunately our peace ef 
forts have not been supported 
zy the ruling quarters of the 
West German Federal Republic 
They counteract the interests of 
Ureir nation without paying at- 
tention to the bad- experiences 
of the past They sow the 
poisoned seed of distrust 
against the Soviet Union and 
the whole Socialist camp 

“This is a great danger not 
jonly for our peoples but also 
}to the cause of world peace.” 
Khrushchev, heading a nine 
j|man Moscow delegation, step 
ped onto the East Berlin station 
platform closely followed by 
First Deputy Premier Mikoyan 
and Foreign Minister Gromyko. 

The Russian leader looked a 
trifle surprised as he was 
promptly grabbed in a bear hug 
by spade-bearded Walter Ul 
bricht, the Stalinist boss of 
East Germany

J. Coates, goes 
in to meet outcoming town lead 
era.. This will be a test of the 
strength of the rebels’ resist- 
ance. 


“We will cover Major.Coates, 
We don't want to enter the vil- 
lage and hope they will give 
up when they see’ us. 


“The whole object is to re 
instate the sultan’s forces in 
central Oman, and at no “time 
will British troops supporting 
the sultan’s regiments enter 
any town or village.” 

Izz is described as a village 
of about 1,700 persons at the 
base of a rock like a miniature 
Gibraltar. Izz is on the track to 
Nizwa. 


There is a mud fort in a date 
grove which represents the 
authority of the local sheikh. 

The line of unfamiliar jeeps 
with foreign soldiers is to halt 
a little more than half a mile 
from the village while a

LONDON (AP).—A slap heard 
round the world added fresh 
fuel today to the fuss over the 
peer who criticized the Queen. 

On the receiving end of the 
blow was 33-year-old Lord Al- 
trincham, 


and tempers soaring last week 
with am article panning the 
public speaking, interests and 
advisers of Queer Elizabeth. 

On the delivery end was 64- 
year-old Philip Kinghorn Bur- 
brifge, a small but doughty 
merchant seaman. 

Police who rushed up after 
the one-blow incident outside a 
broadeasting studio Tuesday 
night ordered the ex-sailor to 
tell it to the judge in Bow Street 
ériminal court today. Burbridge 
was charged with insulting 
behavior. 


MADE MORE SQUALID | 


The court fined him £1 when 
he appeared this morning. Mag- 
istrate Sir Laurence Dunne 
said: 

“Your action only made a most 
unsavory episode more squalid. 
In a. case like this, it is the 
weight of public opinion that 
counts, and not making a brawl 
of it.”

£7 a week as a representative of 
the League of Empire Loyalists, 
told the magistrate:

The fact that Sir Leslie is being opposed 
in his bid for the Assembly presidency, an 
office occupied in 1952 by Mr. Lester B. Pear- 
son of Canada, is due in part to the attitude 
shown by New Zealand in the Middle Eastern 
crisis of last November. At that time New 
Zealand, along with Australia, voted with the 
United Kingdom, while all the rest of the 
Assembly. saving only France .and Israel, 
voted against or else abstained 

The bitterness of those days has passed, 
but many Arab and Asian nations remember 
and are unwilling to concede the presidency of 
the assembly to New Zealand without a fight.

Many prospective bird hunters worry about correct barrel 
Jength when they look over the gun racks to select their thst 
shotgun 

64 they have been talking to grandpa, and hearing how 
those old, extra-long smokepoles knocked down birds at 
tremendous ranges, they may hold out for long barrels. 

Although distances have probably grown with the years, 
such. barrels. were needed back in the “days of black” powder; 
when only part of the powder was burned in even 40 inches 
of barrel. But times have changed. The powders used today 
burn in from 16 to 22 inches and long barrels bring no ap- 
preciable advantage in killing power. 

Short barrels—-under 25 ipches—have a greater muzzle 
blast and recoil more than thdse of 26 inches and up. But 
with a pump or automatic, there is no need for tubes above 
26 inches, they will deliver a killing wallop just as far as 
long barrels. Tests have long ago established that the only

It is time Canada had her 
own national flag. 

Lt. Col. T. B. Monk, dis- 
tinguished Victoria 
and historian, has been. say- 
ing that ever since 1930 when 
the Statute of Westminster, 
giving Canada full status as a 
nation, became law. 

“It is more necessary than 
ever now that Canada has 
become a leading world 
power,” said this rugged vet- 
eran of two world wars inter- 


soldier 


viewed at his Oak Bay home. 
“We should be able to put 
up our own flag alongside 
those of the great nations of 
the world at all international 
events especially at the 
United Nations Assembly.” 
“We needa flag that.can be 
used on all occasions. -The 
Canadian Red Ensign is not 
distinctive enough. It might 
be the insignia of any little 
colony or protectorate in the 
the British Empire—and, re- 
member, Britain has about 50 
colonies and protectorates. 


“A Canadian national flag 
need not replace the British 
Union Jack. As British sub- 
jects we have the_right to use 
it individually at alf times. 

“I would emphasize, too, 
that the Union Jack is essen- 
tially a religious flag used in 
the most solemn_ religious 
«eremonies.” 

Canada’s flag, says Col. 
Monk, should embrace the his- 
torical, religious and political 
aspirations of the nation and 
the different races comprising 
its population.

“It should be simple, accu- 
rate and distinctive and in- 
spire loyalty. and _ respect 
among its followers.” 

One reason for the colonel's 
enthusiasm may be that ‘his 
family has lived in Canada for 
nine generations. 

For 27 years he has worked 
patiently on numerous con- 
cepts of a. Canadian - flag. 
Many of his neat colored 
drawings have been sent to 
Ottawa. All have been ac- 
knowledged but, as yet, he has 
received no official endorse- 
ment. 

As matters stand, the Union 
Jack is still Canada's national 
flag but the Red Ensign has 
come to .be recognized as 
Canada’s national emblem. 

From an intensive study of 
the origin of flags throughout 
the world, Col. Monk empha- 
sizes that you cannot “design” 


a national flag. 

It has to be built up with 
known and accredited symbols 
and each symbol must justify 
its inclusion in the overall 
pattern. 

“In building a flag there are 
symbols you can use and sym- 
bols you cannot use, Most of 
the patterns submitted as suit- 
able for a Canadian flag are 
ridiculous. They have ho 
symbolic integrity.” , 

Col. Monk) referred particu- 
larly to~“designs” submitted 
and ‘published in a national 
magazine contest a few years 
ago. 

“One of them was no more 
than the flag of Hong -Kong 
with the Maple Leaf in ‘it. 
Another turned out to be the 
flag of the Dominican Re- 
public... 

“You cannot build a flag 
with any pretty picture that

comes into your head. Nor 
can you resurrect a disused 
flag as a new one, for this 
could show you in the light of 
a Pretender. 

“Every new flag must be an 
original and it must be dis- 
tinctive from every other flag 
in the world.” 

His latest concept of a 
Canadian national flag uses 
the colors of the Maple Leaf, 
but not the actual design, as 
he considers this too compli- 
cated and too costly. 

The Monk famiily traces its 
origns to early France before 
the Norman conquest of Brit- 
ain in 1066, but for centuries 
the Monks (or Le Moines as 
they were originally known) 
lived in Ireland.

It is time Canada had her 
own national flag. 

Lt. Col. T. B. Monk, dis- 
tinguished Victoria soldier 
and historian, has been say- 
ing that ever since 1930 when 
the Statute of Westminster, 
giving Canada full status as a 
nation, became law. 

“Tt is more necessary than 
ever now that Canada has 
beeome a leading world 
power,” said this rugged vet- 
eran of two world wars inter-

“We should be able to put 
up our own flag alongside 
those of the great nations of 
the world at all international, 
events — especially at the 
United Nations Assembly.” 


“We need a flag that can be 
used on all occasions. The 
Canadian Red Ensign is not 
distinctiye enough. It might 
be the insignia of any little 
colony or protectorate in the 
the British Empire—and, re- 
member, Britain has about 50 
colonies and protectorates. 


“A Canadian national flag 
need not replace the British 
Union Jack. As British sub- 
jects we have the right to use 
it individually at all times. 

“I. would emphasize, too, 
that the Union Jack is essen- 
tially a religious flag used in 
the most solemn religious 
ceremonies.” es 

Canada’s flag, says Col. 
Monk, should embrace the his- 
torical, religious and political 
aspirations of the nation and 
the different races comprising 
its population. 


“It should be simple, accu- 
rate and distinctive and in- 
spire loyalty and _ respect 
among its followers.” 

One reason for the colonel’s 

enthusiasm may be that his 
family has lived in Canada for 
nine generations, 
* For 27 years he has worked 
patiently on numerous con- 
cepts of a Canadian flag. 
Many of his neat colored 
drawings have been sent to 
Ottawa. All have been ac- 
knowledged but, as yet, he has 
received no official endorse- 
ment.

BERLIN (AP) Nikita 
Khrushchev arrived in East 
Berlin today for a tour of res 
tive East Germany. He prompt 
ly denounced the foreign policy 
of West Germany's Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer as a “great 
danger” to world peace 

The Soviet Communist party 
leader made the statement dur 
ing a massive welcoming cere- 
mony at East Berlin's railway 
station. He is expected to use 
his week-long visit to push Mos 
cow's previous proposals for 
German unity. 

Khrushchev, speaking just 
five weeks in advance of West 
German elections in which 
Adenauer faces a tough fight 
against the Socialists, told the 
welcoming raily: 

“Unfortunately our peace ef 
forts have not been supported 
by the ruling quarters of the 
West German Federal Republic 
‘They counteract the interests of 
their nation without paying at 
tention to the bad experiences 
of the past. They sow the 
poisoned seed of distrust 
against the Soviet Union 


WORLD PEACE THREAT 

“This is a great danger not 
only for our peoples but also 
to the cause of world peace.” 

Khrushchev, heading a nine 
man Moscow delegation, step 
ped onto the East Berlin station 
platform closely followed by 
First Deputy Premier Mikoyan 
and Foreign Minister Gromyko. 

The Russian leader looked a 
trifle surprised as he was 
promptly grabbed in a bear hug 
by spade-bearded Walter Ul 
bricht, the Stalinist boss of 
East Germany. 

In his speech, 
broadcast and televised, 
shchev praised the East Ger 
man regime and stressed the 
close ties between Mescow and 
East Berlin. 

Western correspondents were 
shepherded on special buses to 
the railway station by Com 
munist officials to observe the 
Khrushchev arrival 

Few details of the purpose of 
the trip by the Soviet party 
chief, whose trip here followed 
talks with Yugoslavia’s Presi 
dent Tito, have been released
